The Silver State says: 
The National Silver Committee calls the 


attention ;of the country to the dangers 
which beset silver legislation as disclosed 
in an interview with Franois G. Newlaudn, 
published in the Washington Post, and an 
open letter by Mr. Neslands to- Secretary 
Windom, oopiea of which, published id 
pamphlet form, are being distributed broad- 
cast through the mails. 
The committee 


advises vigilance on thepsrt of the people, 
lest the remonetizilion of silver be defeated 
by indirection. The money question, if 
not settled now, will be the great issue of 
the coming campaign, and the committee 
tells the people to watch the votes of the 
Senators and Representatives in Congress, 
and remember that he who votes for re- 
demption of Treasury notes in silver bull 
ion, votes for the demonetization of silver. 


The Silver State has heretofore reftried 


to the views of Mr. Newlands, which, be- 
cause of their force, clearness and logic are 
now published and desseminsted through 
the country by the National Silver Commit- 
tee. In the letter to Mr. Windom especial 
attention is directed to the plank in the 
Republican platform, -which favors the use 
of both gold and silver as money, and to 
the (aot that the Administration is not car- 
rying out in good faith the pledges which 
the party made to the people. It is a clear 
presentation of the silver cause, and forci- 
ble arraignment of ihe Administration, es- 
pecially the Secretary of the Treasury, for 
foiling to redeem the pledge made to tho 
people in the Chicago platform. • 
^ 


Channcey M. Depaw, of New York, de- 


livered an address before tha Press Club of 
Chicago, last night on the "World's Fair." 
He finished his masterly effort by saying: 


Let this International Fair beheld; let 


the four-hundredth anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America by Colnmbns be cele- 
brated; let it be nommtmornted by an In- 
dnstrial Exhibition grander in extent and 
volume than any ever seen before; let the 
Old World know what their children have 
done in tha New; let the Stars and Stripes 
float from every roof and turret and flag- 
staff; let the bands announca tha opening

as A. D. 1890 is concerned.— Carson 
Tribune. 


Congress will paas a Silver bill that will 


take up all the silver that can be produced 
in the United States. Silver will be af 
par within a year, and free coinage will be 
the inevitable result. 


THE NEW SILVER BILL, 


Tha MoKinley silver bill will pass Con 


gross. His proposition is that the Treas- 
urer sh»ll pniohase $4,500,000 worth of 
American'silver each mouth, and thaf sil- 
ver bullion may be nsed to meet the de- 
mand for its redemption." 
His proposi- 


tion also contains a National Bank redemp- 
tion fnnd feature, and the provision that 
when gold and silver reach par there shall 
be free coinage. 


Senator Htscoak, of New York, bad 


better post himself on the fundamental 
principles of finance. He ia greatly mis- 
taken if he think, the people of this 
country are opposed to free coinage. 


Speaker Beed has been renominated for 


Congress by the Republicans of his Maine 
district. He will be re-elected.

WASHINGTON, Jane 5.—In the House, on 


the discussaion of the MeKinley Silver res- 
olution, Springer, of Illinois, ga;d the 
Democratic House had passed a free coin 
age bill. The Senate limited it and the 
House was obliged to accept the limitation. 
It bad been vetoed by Hayes and was 
passed over hi3 V2to. He denounced the 
resolution as an attempt to prevent the repre- 
sentatives of the people from carrying ont 
tbeir will. 


McKmley said the resolution was in 


tended to give the Honse an opportunity to 
paes a bill which would take all the silver 
bullion of the United States and utilize it 
for monetary purposts. It was to give the 
people, not $2,000,000 a month, bnt $1, 
500,000, Tho gentlemen on the other side 
could not have been very anxious for free 
coinage when, for four yearj, they never 
even brought in a bill from their commit- 


tee. 
The talk about throttling the will of 


the minority, why one man in the White 
House had eilenced the majority in the 
19tb and 50th Congress. 


The resolution was adopted, yeas 120, 


nays 117. 
Among the Republicans who 


voted in lhn negative were Bartme, Mor- 
row ftucl Hermann. Blount, of Georgia, 
moved a reconsideration, McKioley moved 
to lay this on tho table.

Silver in tho Senate. 


Special to the JOURNAL. 


WASHINGTON, May 5 —Sherman followed 


Hisoook on the Silver bill and made a long 
address. He believed that treasury notts, 
based on silver bullion, would be SB safe a 
substitute for paper money as conld be 
conceived, Tnat was fur preferable to free 
coinage of silver, because, with all the 
efforts made to get silver dollars into circu- 
lation, there was not one of them in circula- 
tion for every inhabi'ant. He said the re- 
sult of free coinage sonkl ba to demone- 
tize gold and causa gold to be hoarded or 
exported. The free coinage of silver wonld 
limit coinage to the single metal and as sore 
as fate silver wonld (with free coinage) be 
the only standard oi money in the United 
States Sherman said be wonld vote for any 
measure that wonld, in his judgment, so- 
cnre and maintain a bi-metalio standard. 


Teller followed Sherman, and asserted 


that Sherman was in favor of the abandon- 
ment of silver as a money metal, leaving it 
to be nsed only as a subsidiary coin. 


Stewart gave, from his point of view, a 


resume of tho legislative proceedings which 
resulted in the demonetization of the silver 
dollar in 1873. 
He declared that the 


amendment that demonetized silver was 
never read in 9'ther House. 


Sherman produced the original bill of 


1873 to show that tha amendment was read 
and voted on in the Senate and when the 
Conference Committee considered the dis- 
puted section it was egain amended in the 
conference.

THE UNION PACIFIC. 
is Said In Salt -Lake Concerning 


Kxtenalons. 


The San Francisco Bulletin says: 
There ia great activity in all the Western 


country into which the railroads from the 
East have entered. Lines are being ex- 
tended in every direction, and new ones are 
projected. The invaded country is grow- 
ing rapidly, and the business of the differ- 
ent roads is increasing. Among the most 
active of these great roads is the Union 
Pacific. It is, as it promised, "making tbe 
dirt fly" in Washington, having entered 
into a race with the Northern Pacific for a 
terminus at OlympU. It is also pushing a 
branch southwesterly from Salt Lake 
through Utah and Nevada to a connection 
with the Atlantic and Pacific in Southern 
California. Bat, according to tbe Salt 
Lake papers, this is not the only branch 
which the Union Paoifio is likely to build 
from Salt Lake. Westward from that city 
there lies in Nevada, south of the line of 
the Central Paoifio, one of the richest min- 
eral regions of the country. Its great need 
is railroad communications to that its ores 
can be carried to tha smelters. Salt Lake 
wants this business, which wonld add 
greatly to its prosperity and wealth and 
make it one of tbe busiest cities wtst of the 
Missouri river. It belioxes that tbis region 
will Boon b« opened up by a new railroad, 
which has been surveyed through tha 
Nevada mmfral belt to Reno, and theuce 
through Ceckwith Pass to the Sacramento 
valley by way of 'the Feather river. The 
Salt Lakb Tribune states that work on this 
line will probably be commanctd in a fuw 
days. 


In an editorial article the paper above 


mentionid cays, speaking of the neglect of 
the CeUihl Pacific Company to secure the 
Oregon trade by a-line like that boilt by 
the Union Pacific says: 


"Now they are cut off at the north. In 


a little while more they will be out off at 
the aor.tb, and the Central Paoifio will be 
simply a streak of maty iron from Ogden 
to Ren,'. Tha road passes through Nevada 
off tho lice of the great mineral deposits. 
A natural business instinct, it seems to nt, 
wonld long ago have induced that company 
to seo if their traffic could not be doubled 
or quadrupled by extending short lateral 
branch's into tha State that for a long 
time i'-s the great mineral producer, and 
which poll be again as soon as reasonable 
iailrond facilities are given to tho people. 
We (Link I he road will start from this o'ty 
west M tha next few days. When it does it 
will not astonish ns at all if'the Central 
Pacific Company goes to some point on 
their line, say Hamboldt Wells or Tacoma, 
and, 
with all their facilities for working 


fast, commence a rapid rushing of a line 
through dirsct to this city. " " 
" 
It 


was in tha hands of the owners of the Cen- 
tral PaciliQ to make theirs the most valuable 
propsrty on the Continent. They continue 
to decline, and if they proceed in their 
programme, by this time three years hence 
there will be a shorter line, over better 
grsdos, through a richer country, driven 
from tb s city to San Francisco, with a 
branch to Los Angeles, and all that road 
will only cost above $17,000,000. 
After 


the first 200 miles of it shall have been 
completed tbe men who holdNthe money 
bags in the East will be anxious to buy the 
bonds which will not only complete the 
load, but pay to the projectors about $10,- 
000a mile profit."

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 


HOW OUR GRANDPARENTS J-IVED, 


WORKED AND DRESSED. 


i 


Fttkloni Did Not Change in Tliwe Days 
-io Often M They Do How—Wh«o the 
Women BeaUy Made Their Own Clothes. 
Henry Cl»y'» Jeans Breech**. 
The costume of the pioneer belle wa» not 


elaborate, and when she left the parental 
cabin for a home of her own no Saratoga 
trunks ivere required for her wardrobe. She 
wore the larger portion of it In later years 
we read that Henry Clay used to drive to 
Washington city la his family carriage with 
his wife and daughter, and take their ward- 
robo with them for a winter's stay at th« na- 
tional capital. Now the luggage of such a 
party would half fill a baggage car. 


In this day of diversified industry,when one 


labor saving invention crowds another oil 
the stage in endless and rapid succession, one 
(•in scarcely comprehend the patient, perse- 
vering effort required of the pioneer house- 
wife in the discharge of the ordinary duties' 
of the cabin. The lack of costly furniture, 
handsome carpets, fragile bric-a-brac and 
expensive hangings did not lessen her care. 
She was both mistress and servant, matron 
and nurse, housekeeper- and charwoman, 
dairymaid and cook. Neatness was not less 
demanded of her than of the modern house- 
wife, and her split broom and scrub brush 
found ample service in keeping floor and fur- 
niture clean and white. 


DIVIDED LABOR. 


The labor was pretty well divided between 


the seies. "The men," the early writers tell 
us, "hunted and brought in the meat; they 
planted, plowed and gathered the corn, 
grinding it into meal at a hand mill or 
pounding it into hominy in the mortar, 
which was occasionally the work of either or 
the joint labor of both." But with these 
offices the labor~of the women was scarcely 
begun. Custom and necessity united to lay 
upon her the care of providing for every 
household need that the rude agriculture of 
the period did not supply, and in all the mul- 
tifarious duties which engaged her skill and 
energy she labored unaided by labor saving 
machinery. And so she milked the cows in 
all weather, while .sturdy men and boys 
watched an operation too effeminate to enlist 
their services. She,churned the butter, car- 
ried the tubs to a spring a quarter or half 
mile from the cabin, or caught rain water in 
troughs and barrels from the eaves for the 
"washing;" made her own soap; washed, 
picked, carded and dyed the wool; pulled, 
broke and hackled the flax; spun the thread 
and wove the cloth; contrived and made the 
garments; reared her children, nursed the 
sick, sympathized with the distressed, and en- 
couraged the disheartened laborer at her 
side. In all this, and above it all, woman 
was the tutelary saint of the frontier. 


The first cloth made in Kentucky was in 


1776, 
by the wife of William Poague, who 


that year joined the settlement at Harrods- 
burg. She brought with her the first spin- 
ning wheel ever seen west of the mountains, 
and she spun thread from the lint of the net- 
tle, which grew abundantly in the new coun- 
try, and upon a rude loom contrived by her 
husband she worked it into cloth. This she 
called linen, but by adding a "filling" spun 
from buffalo wool she mode a cloth she 
called linsey woolsey. Considerable of such 
cloth was made here before the introduction 
of sheep, and before the people began to cul- 
tivate flax and hemp. 


Those are no fancy sketches drawn from a 


romantic imagination, but true of pioneer 
life, end the world is not half a century older 
since much of that described above could be 
daily witnessed in Kentucky. 


A DUEL OVXB JEAS3. 


The spinning wheel, the loom and the reel 


have disappeared, except as relics. (It is 
fashionable cow to have our grandmothers' 
old wheels, bedecked with ribbons and gew- 
gaws, conspicuously displayed in our parlors 
and libraries.) A suitof country brown jeans 
is never seen now, except when the revenue 
officers bring in a squad of moonshiners from 
the mountains. But following the period of 
buckskin breeches every man wore home 
made jeans and linens. I have seen the late 
Governor John L. Helm on public occasions, 
where he took a conspicuous" part, dressed in 
a suit of jeans. 


The celerated duel between Henry Clay 


and Humphrey Mai-shall in 1807 grow out of 
Marshall's sarcastic criticism of Clay for wear- 
ing jeans clothes. Marshall was an aristo- 
crat socially and a federalist politically. He 
believed Clay's republican ideas and ple- 
beian tastes affected to give him prestigt 
with the people, and he gave his "stinging 
pen and bitter tongue" full swing at him, 
until Clay could no longer endure his biting 
sarcasm, and he challenged him. The result 
of the duel was nothing more serious, said 
Col. Sam Major, writing of the affair, than 
"a slight wound to Mr. Clay's jeans breeches 
inflicted by Marshall's Man ton." 


One of the early writers, describing the 


times in the first quarter of the present cen- 
tury, says: "Fashionable young men wore 
tight bodied, swallow tailed coats, with large, 
high collars, buff or white vests, stockinet 
pants, high top boots, wrinkled or fair, with 
a tassel in front, high short collars reaching 
to the ears, and a few wore ruffle. Gold 
watches were uncommon, but a bull's eye 
with a metallic fob chain, seal and key was 
usually sported. The fashions didn't change 
then as often as they do now. The same bon- 
net or hat was worn for years. Men wore 
their hats eight or ten years, and yet, not 
halt worn out, would barter them to the hat- 
ter in part pay for a new one of the latest 
style. 


"The same bonnet was ivora as long, the 


trimming perhaps changed every two or 
three yeara Calico was the prevailing ma- 
terial for ladies' fine dresses, such as were 
worn in making calls, attending religious 
meetings or evening parties. The more el- 
derly wore bombazine. 
Six yards were 


amply sufficient for a pattern. An article 
called homespun wool, or cotton and wool, 
was usually worn about the house when en- 
gaged in ordinary domestic duties. There 
were social parties in those days, but there 
was some regard paid to proper hours far 
meeting and dispersing. The company as- 
sembled at early caudle lighting and went 
home at reasonable bedtime, and had no lea 
cream or oyster suppers."—W. H. Perrinein 
Louisville Courier-Journal.

Their are to many women who have passed 


their first youth who appear at the balls in 
New York and receive the devoted attention 
of men for whom they must entertain a most 
grandmotherly interest, that the question of 
light bos become a most important one, so 
these foxy caterers to the female complexion 
have taken a leaf out of French books and 
lighted their rooms with candles, tho silver 
candelabra being set in the walls EO that the 
light falls from the side, not above, while 
pretty little fluted petticoats of rose silk 
shade the colored candles. A side light, es- 
pecially if it is rose tinted, takes ten yean 
from a woman's age. No wonder, we ore in 
favor of abolishing the deadly electric lamps 
and the flaming gas, if wax candles are suoh 
thieves of time.—Hartford Courant.

The fact that this local 
company has had in view'the building of a 
line to Beoo, shows conclusively that it 
would be a paying investment, for all the 
members of said company are old residents 
of this section, and are fully conversant 
with the importance and practicability of a 
direct line to Beno.
